The explosion in (he Whipplo mine 


In West Virginia whereby a. number 
ot lives were lost ^ attributed to a 
crossed electric wire the BparUs from 
•which ignited the particles of coal dust 
lield In suspension and caused tue 
dll&ster. The list of dead contains the 
•narrie of one man -whose occupation Is 
»et down as a "sprinkler," indicating 
tiia" the usual precautions against dust- 
explosions were employed in the Whip- 
pie mine. 


The explosion, however, Is prlma 


lacie evidence that these precautions 
•were either not properly or effectively 
•mnloyed. It also gives rise to the In- 
quiry, Is electricity a safo haulage 
jxyver or lighting device In gaseous 
or tlusty mines? 


II is evident that tho safety of elec- 


tricity In mines depends -upon tho mines 
and the methods employed therein. In 
the Connellsvllle mines electricity Is 
UMd only in the main headings or haul- 
age ways, -where the standard air cur- 
rQBt is strong enough to dissipate any 
danger. Tho practise In this region, 
as already stated, Is to not only pro- 
vide the fu!l mensuro of air required 
by law, but also to double and treble 
It 
If this practise tverp followed In 


other regions perhaps thero would be 
i?wer accidents such as that at the 
\yhlppie mine.
